I telephoned Mr. Kenyon Painter, in Phoenix, Arizona, phone: 

602 9ii7 34^9. He told me he knew me. He stated that he still 
collected coins and had a nice library but that he sold his Pioneer 
gold collection because he had too much money invested in it. 
i He told me that the gold ingot from Coloma was purchased by him 

in Denver at the office of Dan Brown. He said that Dan Brown had 
turned ±i down the piece and that he then bought it for about $100.00 
over its gold vslue. He said there were two pieces found at the same 
time? that it was bought from a German and that a Japanese man was 
also involved and that it was bought somewhere around ten years ago. 

He said he would write me a letter that he thought it was genuine. 

He told me he had a crucible which was given to him by John Ford. 
He S8id I could have it as he had no use for it. 

I then asked him what he knew about the US Assay Office $20 pieces 

of 1853 and he said that in his opinion there was no press in America 
at the time able to produce as bright a piece as the group which were 
under controversy. He told me that Ford had offered the group to 
him at one time but that he turned them down. He indicated that in 
his opinion they were bad but that he did not want to get sued and 
was not going to say much. 

He then told me that John Ford had bought the Assay Office 
equipment, including dies and punches, which had belonged to J.J.Ott, 
assayer, who operated in Nevada City, Nevada County, California. 

He said these were bought from the family of Mr. Ott about 1957. He 
said that he had been to Nevada City and that the museum curator, 
across the street from the family, was fully familiar with many of

the details. He told me there was more than one Ott bar. He 
said that Kosoff, Carr, and a number of others were fully familiar 
with the fact that Ford had bought the Assay Office equipment and 
that many of the coins were false. 

I asked him what he thought of the Blake circular pieces and 

he told me he thought they were bad and that he had a Blake silver 

bar. He then asked me whether I was familiar with a $50 round 
U.S.Assay Office piece and I asked him whether this was the onethet 
was made from the modification of the $20 die. He indicated that 
the round $50 was bad. He then went on to say that all of these 
various discoveries to have been found by Ford was an impossibility. 

He asked me if I knew Franklin was a metallurgist and I said 
that I had been told so. I asked him if had seen Franklin and 
he said that he would not have anything more to do with him and had 

not seen him in quite a while. He said now you can see the reason 

why I got out of Pioneer gold. 

He told me further that the Templeton Reid piece pictured in 
black and white in the Western Brand book was taken of a gold one 
which was not genuine. I asked him where they came from and he told 
me that Bullowa had gotten the Nagy material and that Ford,Merkin 
and Stack all had participated in the handling of it. 

He then told me that there was a book written by Dr.Russell 
H. Rentz, of Detroit, on Pioneer gold, and I said I had never heard 
of it. He said this is the man who made the false $16 ingots. I 
asked him if the doctor was a dentist and he said yes. I asked to

borrow the book written by Dr, Hentz and he told me he did not 
lend books from his library but that he would show it to me if I 
visited him, I told him I might visit him but I would talk to him 
first, after I digested all of the material which we discussed, 

I suggested that in some way he contact the museum curator in 
Nevada City in order to obtain the information he had on Ott. 

I asked him who Judge Allen was as he was supposed to have a 
crucible in which the Coloma ingot was cast. He said he did not 
know. 

He said there was a group of Massachusetts Company and 
California Company pieces which were bad. 

He told me that Mr, Murrell bad sold his Pionear gold to 
Mr. Clifford. 

He also told me that he sold his Pioneer collection to Kosoff 
and that Kosoff had resold it. 

I thanked him for being so open with me and assured him that 
my interest was for research purposes.

Whether 
or not Judge Allen may hfve obtained his crucible from the 
purchasers of the Ott equipment we do not know.

We are therefore pointing out to you from the piece it¬ 
self, things which may constitute challenges to authenticity.

This seems 
artificial. 


2. An irregular piece of this nature would have no 
protection from shaving, gouging, clipping, or polishing in 
certain areas and therefore its weight marking would not have 
effectiveness or reliability. 

3. There is no name of the asaeyer on the piece and 
without the essayer 1 s name the fineness end weight would not give 
commercial assurance or to whom one would look for recourse.
